AIDS Project gets $110,000 grant 
from state department of health

The Inland AIDS Project has 
received a $110,000 grant from 
the state health department to 
determine the cost of home 
health care for AIDS patients in 
San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. 

Inland AIDS project members 
met with state officials last week 
to discuss how the study would 
be implemented, said John 
Salley, chairman of the project’s 
board. 

Salley said a case manager 
would be hired to look at how 
many hours of care and what 
types of services AIDS patients 
receive in their homes along with 
the costs. 

“Our guess is that home 
health care will be cheaper but 
we have to quantify that in our 
study,” he said. 

In addition, some of the 
money will go toward paying the 
cost of some home health care 
services for patients with 
acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome that would not 
ordinarily be covered by other 
insurance plans, he said. 

The study, to begin July 1, will 
take a year to complete and is 
one of 12 funded by the 
Department of Health Service’s 


Office on AIDS this year, he said. 


Salley said 50 clients would 
participate in the study, which 
will also include patients 
connected with the Desert AIDS 
Project in Palm Springs. 

Some types of care that will 
be examined are home health 
care, homemaker care, hospice 
care and physical and 
occupational therapies. 

Salfey hopes the data 
collected can be used by the 
state to determine how cost 
effective home health care is 
compared to hospitalization. 


He said that while insurance 
companies generally pay for 
inpatient stays, they are 
reluctant to pick up the cost of 
home health services. 


The study could show that it is 


less expensive in the long run to 
provide home health care 
services and that could lead to 


changes in what insurance 
companies will pay, Salley said. 

Some 90 percent of AIDS 
patients are under 50 years old 
and, Salley said, ‘I do think they 
prefer to have out-of-hospital 
care. Most services needed can 
easily be supplied out of the 
hospital.” 

The grant marks the largest 
funding ever received by the 
Inland AIDS Project. Two years 
ago, the project operated ona 
$4,000 budget which increased 
to $12,000 the next year. 


The grant, plus other funds 
allocated by the county and 
private sources, brings the next 
year’s budget to over $150,000. 


“We are delighted to perform 
a study of this nature,” he said. 
“We feel very good to receive 
this kind of recognition.” 


The project now serves 45 
patients in the two counties and 
has increased its load by 100 
percent since January, Salley 
said.

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The anti-drug campaign has 
gone to the malls. 

The Montclair Plaza kicked off 
its ‘Kids say KNOw” promotion 
last week with testimonials from 
four kids who have been there. 

“Shoot, | hung out in these 
malls when | was younger,” 18- 
year-old Melissa Ballantyne told 
the five local mayors and others 
gathered for the event. “I started 
(drugs) when | was going into 
seventh grade .... There’s a lot of 
peer pressure out there.” 

Ballantyne is one of the 
members of the Chino 
Recreation and Community 
Services Department who will be 
operating a booth in the plaza 
Saturday in an attempt to 
convince West Valley young 
people to stay away from drugs. 

Shoppers will get drug 
information at the center court 
“Pledge Center” on the lower 
floor from those who have been 
there, as well as a chance to 
pledge their commitment to a 
drug-free life by signing cards, 
plaza spokeswoman Paula 
Dempsey said. The cards will be 
tabulated and the total pledges 
will be announced later, she 
said. 

The 15-day promotion that 
began last Friday is part of the 
International Council of 
Shopping Centers’ nationwide 
“Kids say KNOW” campaign 
which corresponds with the 
National ‘“‘Just Say No to Drugs” 
week, Dempsey said. 

The spokeswoman said anti- 
drug literature will be handed 
out by merchants throughout the 
week and posters will decorate 
the mall in an effort to get kids 
where they live — or seem to at 
times. 

In addition to the parents, the 
plaza wanted to have the teen- 
agers at the booths to draw the 
younger generation, she said.

“The drug problem in Chino 
schools is no different,” said 
Chino Mayor Fred Aguiar. 
“We’ve made a front-line stand 
in our schools.” 

Pomona Mayor Donna Smith 
told the students they reminded 
her of her own teen-age boys. 

“| felt you were my own kids 
this morning,” she said.

MEMORIAL DAY 
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Assemblyman blasted by | 
school board president 


By Marianne Aiken 


The president of the Etiwanda 
school board blasted an 
assemblyman for casting doubt 
on the legality of the school 
district's special tax to 
developers of new housing. 

Board President Jerry Bredlau, 
in aletter dated May 13, accused 
Assemblyman Chuck Bader, R- 
Pomona, of trying to ‘“‘thwart the 
will of the people of the 
Etiwanda School District.” 

On March 3 Etiwanda voters 
approved by a 91 percent margin 
a special $1,600-per-house tax to 
developers of new housing, 
which seeks to make up fora 
shortfall in fees the school 
district can charge builders to 
pay for new schools. 

Bader solicited a Legislative 
Counsel’s opinion which 
concluded school districts 
cannot adopt special taxes, even 
with a two-thirds vote, without 
legislative authorization to do 


so 
A similar special tax election 

is scheduled for June 2 in the 

Cucamonga School District. 


Bader said his request for the 
opinion arose out of discussions 
he had with people in 
Sacramento who have been 
dealing with the school facilities 
fee issue. 


“The obvious implication is if 
the Legislative Counsel’s 
opinion is correct, then the 
district was outside the law 
when they took it to the voters,”’ 
Bader said Thursday ina 
telephone interview from the 
state capitol. 


Bredlau's letter stated Bader’s 
circulation of the Legislative 
Counsel’s opinion “‘to the press, 
the building industry, and the 
city of Rancho Cucamonga 
could be regarded as an attempt, 
through publicity, to thwart the 
will of the people of the 
Etiwanda Scho! District.”

Karns said the billing problem 
was Caused when an electrician 
changed the meter in Ledesma’s 
home on Beryl Street. 


Karns, who said, “I don’t like 
to see a customer upset,”’ 
resolved Ledesma’s billing 
problem within hours.
